W ith so much rich history behind it, the Illinois Central, 
the main north-south railroad in the United States, has 
taken on a prestigious image. Many great men have played a 
part in the development of the Illinois Central through the 
years—Abraham Lincoln, Stephen A. Douglas, Henry Clay, 
Daniel Webster, Stuyvesant Fish, John Jacob Astor, Edward H. 
Harriman, Andrew Carnegie and William Averell Harriman. 

The railroad is a result of the leasing or merging of more 
than 200 railway companies, the oldest of which was the West 
Feliciana Railroad in Mississippi and Louisiana. By the time the 
Civil War began, the IC was operating nearly 1,700 miles of 
track. No other railroad played more of a role in the establish¬ 
ment of the great central region known as Mid-America than 
did the IC. 

The IC could not operate without dedicated people to run it, 
and the thousands of IC employees through the years have 
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shared a vision of just how great the railroad had been and 
could be in the future. A family atmosphere also permeated the 
conciousness of employees for a very long time. 

DEDICATION TO DUTY 

When I went out on field trips during my years as a member 
of the IC Public Relations Department, I noticed a dedication 
to duty unlike I had seen in other industries. The dispatchers, 
station agents, brakemen, shopmen, superintendents, porters, 
conductors and cooks were all serious about their jobs, and 
many gave a good portion of their lives to working for the IC. 
Having so many people working for so long at one job made the 
IC seem more like family to employees. They came to work 
with the knowledge that other people just like them were com¬ 
ing to work too, for a great railroad, a railroad with a proud 
past. Their common bond was the IC, a place where life-long 
friendships developed. 











This book is my tribute to a gracious railroad, a line that 
operated the famous streamlined Panama Limited in first class 
style beginning in 1942. An experience never forgotten was eat¬ 
ing the King’s Dinner, which included a cocktail, appetizers, 
fresh Gulf shrimp cocktail, wine, fish, charcoal broiled sirloin 
steak, potato and vegetable, salad, dinner bread, coffee, cheese 
and apples, coffee and liqueur—all for $9.85. 

INDUSTRIOUS RAILROAD 

This book is my tribute to an industrious railroad, a line that 
opened the first shaft coal mines in southern Illinois in 1855 
and that shipped the first fruit under refrigeration in 1866 and 
used debris from the Chicago fire of 1871 as fill for 1C trackage 
to enter the City of Chicago. 

This book is also my tribute to an enterprising railroad, a 
line that began the first institutional advertising program that 
was unique in the railroad world. The program, launched in 
1920, ran for more than 30 years, appearing in nearly 500 on¬ 
line newspapers. It was intended to bring the public into the 
IC’s confidence. And it worked. 

The IC was the first land-grant railroad, a pioneer in crop 
diversification, re-forestation, one of the first commuter rail¬ 
roads to convert to electric operation and was a leading propo¬ 
nent of unit gain and coal trains. 

It was also one of the railroads to continue to improve pas¬ 
senger train service. As late as 1967, a new passenger depart¬ 
ment was created and placed under the direction of the rail¬ 
road^ first passenger vice president. A new all-reserved-seat

coach train was introduced that year between Chicago and New 
Orleans. Amtrak took over just a short 3*/2 years later. 

FIRST MAJOR EMPLOYER 

I knew the IC as my first major employer after college. 
When I joined in 1969, many new things were afoot at the rail¬ 
road including advanced computers, adding the new Woodcrest 
repair shop south of Chicago, a heightened demand for piggy¬ 
back service and unit trains, new double-deck commuter cars, 
diversification, a merger with the Gulf, Mobile & Ohio, and 
enactment of the Rail Passenger Service Act which led to 
Amtrak. 

My service for the company now seems short, just a quick 
few years where I was part of a family of down-to-earth railroad 
people, who always made sure the railroad and its future came 
first. The staff was benevolent, smart and innovative. The job 
was probably one of the best ever formulated for a rail- 
fan—writing railroad stories, taking railroad pictures and riding 
railroad trains. 

In earlier years I grew up watching IC’s heavy coal drags 
with Mikados zipping down the main line at Tolono, Illinois. 
The pictures in my mind of 1C steam power remind me of 0. 
Winston Link’s 1950s night time scenes he captured on the 
Norfolk & Western: these pictures are vivid, I saw IC steam 
mostly at night, and it was in the 1950s. 

ON A SCHEDULE 

The world was a simpler place in the 1950s, and all that mat¬ 
tered was being able to watch the IC’s long freight trains, and 
especially the streamlined passenger trains, thunder through 
town, cutting their path southbound to New Orleans on a 
schedule .

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Watching their orange, chocolate brown and yellow-striped 
passenger cars and locomotives race through the crossover at 
Tolono was a sight that impressed even the only-curious railfan* 
On a warm summer evening, the agent would step outside 
the station to catch a breath of fresh farm-like air and breathe 
in the aroma of prairie weeds, as well. The distant rumbling of 
the approaching passenger train sounded ominous. The steel on 
steel rumble quickly gathered momentum and became deafen¬ 
ing, and the whistle blowing for the two crossings in town was 
virtually continuous. As the diesels approached the Wabash dia¬ 
mond, the engineer cut out the motors, restarting them again 
once past the diamond. The trains sped past the depot in 100 
mph territory (roller-bearing equipped cars and passenger loco¬ 
motives were allowed 100 mph between Champaign and Branch 
Junction, Illinois, a distance of 122.2 miles). The silence of the 
diesels’ whine was only momentary, and the re-start noise, plus 
the heavy streamlined cars hitting the diamond one after anoth¬ 
er, added a tumultuous roar. 

CAPTURES PRAIRIE MILES 
At that speed, the sound lasted only a few seconds, as the 
streamliner captured prairie miles faster than the wind. The 
train’s fading sound, however, lingered for several minutes, then 
became less, and finally faded into the sound of friendly crick¬ 
ets alongside the track near the station. This sight—and the 
sounds—played out several times each day at Tolono, as well as 
hundreds of other towns along the IC line. 

The time has passed for these events, but the pictures are still 
there in my memory; in fact, the IC of old is still there. The 



freight trains, some with Mikados on the lead, still manage to 
pull their loads across the rich, black Illinois fiatlands and even¬ 
tually down through the Mississippi swamps. The people—yes, 
the IC people—still go to their jobs every day, toiling to make 
the railroad a better place. 

The passing of the years seems to sharpen the memory in 
some respects, and this book is a tribute to all those men and 
women who worked for the IC, or who were ever associated 
with the IC in any way, and those who rode the IC as passen¬ 
gers or just watched from afar as the trains rolled by. I hope 
you enjoy this trip back into the past. After all, besides our 
memories, it’s about all we really have left of the old, proud Illi¬ 
nois Central Railroad—Main Line of Mid-America.

IC Steam: Giants of the Prairie 


The Illinois Central Railroad owned many steam locomotives with 
common wheel arrangements, such as 0-8-0s, 2-8-Os, 2-8-2s, 2-8-4s, 
2-10-2s and 4-8-2s. But it also owned some with rather odd wheel 
arrangements, such as the 0-8-2 and 0-10-0. One common type, the 
4^6-4 Hudson, was an uncommon type on the IC, the road owning 
only one which was rebuilt from a Lima 2-8-4. 

IC’s locomotive classification system was largely defined by 
locomotive wheel arrangements and by number series. IC also 


rebuilt many of their own steam locomotives in the Paducah 
Shops, which did a superb job of providing the railroad with the 
steam power it needed. With low-cost on-line coal and an efficient 
supply of steam power provided by Paducah Shops, the IC was 
slow to dieselize. 

Steam locomotives shown in this roster section beginning on page 
29 are arranged primarily by wheel arrangement and by series num¬ 
bers within that section, although there are some exceptions. 
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The first-ever excursion train operated by the IC was to Kankakee, Illinois on August 5, 1853 from Chicago. Kankakee was reached just a month 
earlier by track-laying gangs on July 11. Here one of the last active IC 0-8-0s, #3503, a Baldwin product originally constructed in 1921, sits shel¬ 
tered in the Kankakee roundhouse in January of 1958. The locomotive was finally retired two years later in 1960, along with others of her class.

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A s a youth, Donald J. Heimburger remembers long, heavy 
steam-powered coal trains passing through his hometown of 
Tolono, Illinois, eight miles south of Champaign-Urbana. “They 
were extremely loud, and long, and made the ground shake when 
they rumbled by,” says Don. 

He recalls they often interrupted the Saturday night free 
movies that local merchants used to sponsor, but now he'd be 
very tolerant of those stream locomotives passing in the night. 
“If only the IC steamers would return again, I'd like to take a 
better look at them,” Don suggests. “While that isn't possible, 
the next best thing is, and that's this kind of an illustrated look 
into the Illinois Central’s past.” Don has been gathering IC 
information and pictures for several years. 

His first job out of college was as a staff assistant in the pub¬ 
lic relations department of the Illinois Central, then headquar¬ 
tered at 12th Street Station in Chicago. “It was a dream come 
true for me, but I really couldn't have imagined any other job 
for an aspiring railfan,” he states. “I had grown up next to the 
IC tracks, spent countless hours down at the local station, and 
after earning a degree in communications, I was a member of the 
IC public relations team.” 

Don later was the IC's advertising assistant, wrote stories and 
took photographs for the IC employee magazine, helped with the 
railroad’s Suggestion System and was the company's Press Rep¬ 
resentative. 

Don has been a radio announcer, reporter for the Champaign - 
Urbana 'News-Qazette, a stringer for the Louisville-Courier Jour¬ 
nal, editor of the U.S. Army newspaper at Ft. Knox, Kentucky 
and a staff writer for McGraw-Hill Publishing Company in New 
York City. 

He has also been assistant publisher for a Chicagoland news¬ 
paper, worked in public relations with Citicorp Savings of 
Chicago, owned his own hometown newspaper, the County Star, 
and now publishes model and prototype railroad books and mag¬ 
azines. This is Don’s sixth railroad book.
